told State’s Attorney Crowe yesterday 
by another convict recently released 
after six years’ imprisonment. | 

At first unwilling to believe the 
amazing testimony, Mr. Crowe com- 

nicated with ‘the bank officials. 
Then he announced he would take the 
witness, whose name he refused to dis- 
close for reasons he held obvious, be- 
fore the special grand jury when it 
takes up the pardon and parole scan- 
dal at the beginning of next week. The 
convict’s story also upheld other re- 
ports of wild escapades of the honor 
convicts. 

Traced Bandits Towards Prison. 

When A. P. Bailey, cashier of the 
looted Lockport bank, one of the of- 
ficials terrorized by the robbers, was 
asked last night whether it could have 
been convicts from the honor farm 
who committed the holdup, he said: 

“When the bandits left the bank 
we commandeered another car and fol- 
lowed them, They took a trail direct 
toward the penitentiary. We traced 
their movements all the way to the 
gates of the honor farm, where the 
trail was lost. 

“We never thought to look inside 
the honor farm for bank bandits.” 

The cashier said it was easily pos 
sible that the Chicago witness told the 
truth.

BERLIN, May }2.—Police reinforce- 
ments have been drawn to Berlin from 
Potsdam and surrounding towns and 
are being kept in readiness to protect 
the capital from possible attacks by 
the Fascisti, who are said to be gath- 
ering in the suburbs of the capital. 
Raids on homes and offices of the lead- 
ers and headquarters of nationalistic 
associations continued throughout the 
day, but no new arrests were made. 

The situation has become more criti- 
cal with the resignation of the Luther 
government after a defeat in the reich- 
stag. 

The police hope through material 
confiscated from nationalistic organt- 
zations that they will be able to dis 
cover the men financing the activities 
of the German Fascisti. The chief of 
Germany’s new big steel union, which 
represents $200,000,000, Herr Voegler, 
the industrialist, Emil Kirdorf, leader 
of the coal barons, Herr von Lowen- 
stein, and Herr Winkhaus, chairman 
of the mine operators association are 
suspected. Their palatial homes in the 
Ruhr district have been searched, but 
no evidence of their participation in 
the plot was discovered.

A new bill for the consolidation of the railroads has 
been introduced in the house by Representative Parker 
of New York. It eliminates the compulsory features 
of the Cummips bill and gives the carriers seven 
years in which to form voluntary mergers subject to 
the approval of the interstate commerce commission. 
If at the end of this time the process has not been 
completed, the conimission is to recommend such fur- 
ther steps as in the light of existing ap- 


ble question—the Parker bill is to be preferred to the 
Cumming measure. The latter allows the roads five 
years in which to effect their consolidations, after 
which the interstate commerce commission is required 
to step in to finish whatever merging remains to be 
done.

Washington, D. May 12.—[{Spe- 
cial.)}—Farm legisla programs in 
the house were turned topésy-turvy to- 
Gay. Leading supporters of the Hau- 
gen measure announced proposed 
amendment of their plan and backers 
of the Curtiss-Aswell and Tincher bills 
effected a union of forces by which 
they hope to kill the Haugen bill and 


Under the Haugen bill amendments 
now proposed by its sponsors, the 
$375,000,000 revolving fund would be 
reduced to $1756,000,000. This would be 
apportioned as follows: $75,000,000 for 
stabilization of cotton prices, $75,000,- 


000 for similar operations in corn, | 


wheat, cattle, swine, and butter, and 
$25,000,000 for miscellaneous crops. 


Make Fee Effective Now. 


Another major amendment would 
make the equalization fee feature ef- 
fective at once on all basic commodi- 
ties except cotton, where it would be 
Geferred for two years. A third would 
eliminate from the bill authority for 
the President to declare an embargo 
on the importation of farm prdoucts 
during an-~-emergency. The federal 
‘farm board would be prohibited from 
declaring an emergency in any com- 
modity until interested farm organiza- 
tions have asked it by’a referendum of 
their membership under a fourth 
amendment. 


In spite of the changes, frankly ad- 
mitted as concessions to win votes, 
opponents of the Haugen measure in-

Have you one of those sensitive na- 
tures that writhes: under the slightest 
bit of criticism? 

Dr. Jesse Fiering Williams df Colum- 
bia university tells of a friend of his 
who keeps on his desk a card index of 
data that he is constantly using. 
Under the section C he has a card 
headed “ Criticigms.” There he has 
written from time time criticisms 
of his work, his manner, his person- 
ality. Some have been helpful; others 
j have beén silly, in his judgement. 

“The only intelligent response to 
others’ opinion is to be thankful for 
the criticism,” says’ Dr. Williams. 
“Tf it is good, use it; if it is silly, 
throw it into the waste basket.” 

There is too much danger to mental 
health for one to indulge in sensitive- 
ness to criticism. Most persons do not 
appreciate the mental damage that 
comes from nursing a slight or mulling 
over in the mind..a fancied wrong.
